. to a Seat. 


. WASHINGTON,-- Feb. 26.—At

opening, of. today's-session of the Senate 
Mr. Frye of Maine reported 
from 
the 


committee on commerce the ship subsidy 
bill, agreed to in.committee by a vote.of 
10 to'fl. He announced that a written 
report would be presented later to accom- 
pany the bill. 
.When the Senate had concluded • its 
routine business Mr. Turley of Tennessee 
called up tho resolution reported- 
from 


the committee on privileges and elections, 
to the effect that the Hon. M. S. Quay 
was not entitled to a seat in <-he Senate 
as a Senator from Pennsylvania, ilr. 
Tin-ley prepared.the majority report of 
the committee on 
the 
resolution 
and 


spoke therefore in opposition to the seat- 
ing of Mr. Quay. 
- 
' "If there ever was a case, he said, "in 
which a governor of a state, under the 
constitution, was without power to fill 
a vacancy, it is this one. The actfon of 
tho governor -was in the teeth of-every 
provision 
of 
the 
constitution 
beariu 


upon the subject." 
lie pointed out that the vacancy bad 


occurred during a sessi t\ of tho 
legis- 


lature. The legislature remained In ses- 
sion some time after the vacancy existed, 
yef it had failed to fill the. vacancy and 
immediately upon the adjournment of the 
legislature the governor 
had appointed 


Mr. Quay. 
Mr. Turley. agreed that the representa- 


tion in the Senate for each state ought 
at all times to be kept full, but he did 
not believe the trainers of the constitu- 
tion had-intended deliberately to confer 
upon somebody else tho duty to till the 
vacancy in case the legislature failed to 
perform its duty. 
Mr. Turley entered upon a detailed dis- 


cussion of the constitutional and techni- 
cal points involved in the case, his desire 
being, he said, to present * every 
legal 


phase of the question. 


Senator Vest introduced a bill allow- 


ing American registry to 
foreign-built 


ships when purchased by United States 
citizens. The same rights and privileges 
nre to be given such'-purchased vessels as 
are now given .10 foreign built ships.

Saturday night, while iu Newport the 


rain .was pouring and the wind blowing 
a small hurricane,1 a tragedy of tlie deep 
was being onncte'd by the heavy wind and 
sea in Narragansett bay. Barge Gen. 
Wiley, with her captain, Eli Herald, and 
his four childien, was 1'ost 


The barge, iu company with four oth- 


ers, in tow of tuga Ivanhoe and James 
Hughe.-, was bound up from New York, 
tivo being for New-Bedford and three for 
Providence. Fairly good weather, con- 
sidering the time, was encountered until 
Point Judith was approached. The wind 
then came strong from the 
southwest, 


veering to southland the sea was builly 
kicked up. A heavy rain set in, and tlie 
mist and fog made it almost impossible 
to see a barge from the tug. After p:isi- 
iug Point Judith the force of the sea in- 
creased and the two tugs had about all 
they could do to keep the barges going. 


It was 
about 10:30 o'clock, iu the 


thickest of the storm, .that barge 
Gen. 


Wiley, which was next 
to tug James 


Hughes, swamped in the heavy sea. The 
Hughes at once cast off the line to the 
barge ahead, and Captain McGuldricl: 
tried to do what he could to rescue the 
crew of the barge. He could do nothing, 
as the barge and crew had disappeared 
beneath the waters. 
Attention 
was 


then given to the other barges, which 
were finally picked up after a hard strug- 
gle. The Hughes proceeded to 
Provi- 


dence with three- barges and the Iviiubue 
came in here with one, arriving about 'i 
a. -in. Sunday. Captain Fitzgerald at 
once telephoned news of the disaster to 
the home oilice. Both he and Captain 
McGoklrick were muc-li affected by the 
loss of life, which under the conditions 
that prevailed, they were unable to pre- 
vent. 


Captain Herald was about '17 years 


old and belonged in Ellurvllle, N. Y.
